The hair 
experiment 


Take it all off: Chicago woman pushes for 
return to natural styles— and a big first chop

On the cold winter night that 
Sharon Coleman shaved off all her 
hair, she sat surrounded by other 
African-American women who 
were grinning and applauding as 
the clippers hummed. 

And when every strand of her 
shoulder-length, straight hair was

on the floor, Coleman stood from her seat and fell into the arms of the 


women circled around her. The room was filled with strangers who had 
come to witness the new hair ritual, show support and find courage to 
do the same, Coleman said. 


‘All the women just embraced me and were very encouraging,” she said as she 
recalled the event. “Everyone was complimenting me: ‘I like the way you look. I 
love your hair.’ ” 

For African-American women, hair often is a battleground for how beauty is de- 
fined. For one group of black women, shaving their hair to a close-cropped, boyish 
style has become away of empowering themselves, rejecting mainstream standards 
of beauty and shedding their obsession with extensive, daily hair rituals. 

Earlier this month, Emon Fowler launched her Chicago-based “Harriet Experi- 
ment,” in which she is asking black women to abandon weaves, wigs and chemical 
relaxers and spend a new year with new hair. She wants the women to start with the 
“big chop,” in which they shave off their processed hair completely and start anew 

Fowler, 30, has organized gatherings to take place throughout the year for wom- 
en to cut their hair while surrounded by cheerleaders who have done the same. 
She has been recruiting women on Facebook, stopping them in grocery stores and 
making appearances at fairs and festivals to promote her cause. 

“This is all about breaking free from that hair bondage,” said Fowler, a hairstylist. 
She says her project isn’t about building a clientele, but changing mindsets. “When 
a woman decides to cut all her hair, she discovers something underneath that is 
liberating. It can be therapeutic because you have to let go of the idea that you need 
these superficial extras to feel beautiful. It says, ‘I’ve accepted me.’ ”

10 killed in Fla. crashes 


ORLANDO, Fla. Ten people died and at 
least 1 8 were injured in a series of ac- 
cidents before dawn Sunday near Gainesville, 
Fla., after smoke and fog reduced visibility on 
the main interstate highway, police said. 

The Florida Highway Patrol said the smash- 
es involving 12 cars and six or seven trucks oc- 
curred shortly before 4 a.m. on Interstate 75 af- 
ter smoke from a marsh fire combined with fog 
to reduce visibility on both the northbound 
and southbound lanes. 

Eighteen people were transported to Shands 
Hospital emergency room, six of them to a 
trauma center for people in critical condition. 


according to hospital spokeswoman Alison 
Wilson. 

Eight of the people treated in the emergency 
room had been released from the hospital by 
midafternoon. 

“It’s tragic. It’s probably the worst [accident] 
I’ve seen in 27 years,” Florida Highway Patrol 
spokesman Patrick Riordan said. 

Riordan said investigators still are trying to 
determine how many separate collisions oc- 
curred on the interstate, which is a main artery 
through Florida. 

In one crash, two cars and a tractor trailer 
caught fire and melted asphalt on the road. 


HOW DID THE FIRE START? 

Florida Forest Service investigators are try- 
ing to determine whether the fire was set 
intentionally, said Ludie Bond, a spokeswom- 
an for the service. A lack of rain in recent 
months meant the fire spread quickly. 



Riordan said. The interstate remained closed 
hours later while the investigation continued, 
and an analysis of the road pavement was un- 
derway to determine whether it could be safely 
re-opened, he said. 

Riordan said he had no information yet on 
the ages or gender of the victims. He said sev- 
eral people died in one car. Crumpled cars lit- 
tered northbound and southbound lanes and 
in the grass shoulders of the interstate.

For the Heat, a win would serve as their 
proclamation that they are the team to beat 
in the NBA.

Deng out

The Bench Mob, a group of players the Bulls 
can rely on to play to the level of the start- 
ers, was a shell of itself Sunday ^th Ron- 
nie Brewer in the starting lineup in place of 
Deng and C.J. Watson a late scratch because 
of a wrist injury the Bulls simply had few 
options off the bench. John Lucas III was 
called on when Derrick Rose was in foul 
trouble, and he was posterized by James. 

Kept it close 

Despite all that was working against the 
Bulls, they had a chance to tie it in the final 
seconds, but Rose’s jumper in the lane fell 
short. Wait till next time ...

SoxFest. 

“You hit our guy, we’ll hit your guy” said 
new bench coach Mark Parent, whose reply 
was met with scattered applause. 

Sox batters were hit 84 times last year, 
compared with opponents getting nailed only 
44 times. 

“I don’t pitch, and it’s not going to be a 
necessary order,” Ventura said. “But the game 
takes care of itself and the pitchers; we want 
to protect our own guys.” 

Putting on the brakes 

Another sore subject has been the Sox’s in- 


ability to stop their opponents’ running game, 
an area Parent has addressed with Ventura 
and the organization. 

‘A.J. [Pierzynski] has struggled behind the 
plate with the running game,” Parent said. 
“We’re going to try to do things to help out, 
either with his mechanics, his release, his re- 
lease times, throwing over {to first}, having 
pickoff {plays}.” 

Pierzynski threw out only 13 percent (14 
of 108) of attempted base stealers, although 
some of the failures could be attributed to 
the slow deliveries of Gavin Floyd and since- 
departed Edwin Jackson. 


Cotts comeback? 

Feft-handed reliever Neal Cotts, one of the 
heroes of the White Sox’s 2005 World Se- 
ries championship season, confirmed during 
SoxFest that he considered returning to the 
Sox before the 2011 season. 

“I was considering returning,” said Cotts, 31, 
who hasn’t pitched in the majors since 2009 
with the Cubs. “I felt good about other situ- 
ations, though.” Cotts ended up signing with 
the N.Y. Yinkees but failed a physical exami- 
nation before spring training because of a right 
hip injury that continues to hamper him from 
returning to a major league camp.

On “Drag Race,” the creme de la creme of the 
nation’s drag queens compete in challenges such as 
the celebrity impersonating “Snatch Game” for the 
title of America’s Next Drag Superstar. After walk- 
ing the runway in their finest drag couture and “lip 
synching for your life” (if they’re unlucky enough 
to be in the bottom two), contestants either get to 
“shante, stay” or have to “sashay away” 

It’s pretty compelling, and the latest season is no 
exception. 

The newest contestants “understand what 
reality TV is,” RuPaul said. “Our show has become 
destination No. i if you choose to do drag. So they 
have come not afraid to show sort of the sticky 
parts of their personalities. They understand that’s 
part of what makes them so endearing to us.” 

Expectations are high. “Drag Race” has become 
something of a runaway success for both RuPaul 
and the Logo network. Logo says “Drag Race” is its 
most-watched show and that last season’s episodes 
were streamed 14 million times online. 

Those kind of numbers might be freaking out 
network execs, but they certainly aren’t shocking 
her. 

“I’m always surprised when people don’t respond 
to shiny sparkly things. Because when you’re a baby 
those are the things you want,” she said. “I’m not 
surprised by the success of the sho^y because it’s 
exactly what babies like, it’s what we reaUy like. I’m 
always surprised when things like that don’t fly” 

The first episode of the new season introduces 
a batch of 13 queens who will vie for more prize 
money than in past seasons — $100,000. Celebs 
Jennifer Love Hewitt, Jesse Tyler Ferguson and 
Chicago native Dan Savage are among the celeb- 
rity judges. 

This season will be even “edgier” than past

ones, RuPaul promises, which is a tough order 
when in past seasons we’ve seen wig-pulling, body 
slams, full splits and the funniest (and raunchiest) 
commentary on TV. One choice comment RuPaul 
made in Season 2 as queen Tyra Sanchez walked 
the runway: “There’s nothing dirty about that 
Sanchez!” 

It’s been said before, but RuPaul truly is both 
Tim Gunn and Heidi Klum on the show, giving 
encouragement as the sweet mentor but also snarl- 
ing “don’t {bleep} it up” after detailing a challenge. 
RuPaul is a personality for the ages. And it turns 
out, a bit of a fan of Chicago, too. The city comes 
to represent on the show, bringing drag queens 
DiDa Ritz, Phi Phi O’hara and The Princess. 

“Chicago has always been a pivotal part of my 
life and my whole story so to have girls from Chi- 
cago [on ‘Drag Race’}, obviously it had to happen,” 
she said. “I know it sounds so cliche, but there is 
some great shopping there on the Miracle Mile.” 

But hometown favorites aside, the real reason 
“Drag Race” is so endearing to fans like Katy 
Perry— who said she loved the show— and Adam 
Lambert— whose former makeup artist Sutan 
Amrull won last season’s competition— is RuPaul 
herself (or himself— turns out she doesn’t care 
which pronoun you throw her way). 

“My mother was completely punk rock. She said, 
‘Unless they’re going to pay your bills, pay those 
bitches no mind.’ Don’t let what other people have 
to say control your decision-making process,” she 
said. “Now of course, there are times when I don’t 
feel confident. But I guess when you look at the 
overview of my life. I’ve decided I’m going to go 
fork.”
